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ing to the town of Faribault, and in his possession or under his
control. And all other property, books, papers, documents, con-
tracts, maps, plats, profiles, surveys and reports, relating to the
affuirs of said town, and in possession of any officer of said town, or
of any other person, shall be delivered to said city recorder, to be
by him deposited in the proper department of the government of
gaid city.

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force trom and after
its passage.

CHAPTER XXVIII.,

AN ACT TO LEGALIZE THE ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE INCORPORATION
OF THE CITY OF FARIBAULT, APPROVED FEBRUARY TWENTY-NINTH,
ONE THOUSAND EIGHT HUNDRED AND SEYENTY-TWO.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the Stale of Minnesota :

Seorion 1. That the act to authorize the incorporation of the city
of Faribault, approved February twenty-ninth, one thousand eight
hundred and seventy-two, shall be held and construed to have taken
effect and gone into operation from and after the first Tuesday of
April, A. D. one thousand eight hundred and seventy-two, and all
ordinances, resolutions or by-laws passed by the common council ot
gaid city in conformity to and as in said act provided, and all acts
done by authority thereof, and of said act, are hereby declared to be
legal and valid.

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after
it passage.
